NEw York, August 6.—Not since the great 
sugar-house strike and riots, two years ago, 
has there been so much excitement in Green 
Point as prevailed yesterday. The streets 
were lined with crowds -hooting and yelling. 
while striking employes of the Orosstown 
Railroad Oo. engaged in rioting and barri- 
cading the streets to prevent the running or 
cars. The cause of the excitement was a tie- 
up on the three lines controlled the Oross- 
town Rallroad, the Hunte Point and 
Erie Basin, Oalvary Cemetery and the 
Oakland street and Park avenue. The 
causes whicn led to the tie-up are said to be 
the discharge of certain employes upon 
frivolous charges, the importation of green 
drivers under contract and favoritism on the 
part of the starters. The tie-up was ordered 
by Master Workman Geo. H. Pearson and tne 
Executive Committee of Local Assembly 
5,174 after a protracted meeting held at 8 
o’clock in the morning. The first intimation 
the railroad officials received) was at 5:45, 
when drivers and conductors marched down 
to the stables at Box street and Manhattan 


avenue and informed the starter that no cars 
would be allowed to go out. No cars left that 
end of the route. Six cars with ‘‘scab’’ 
drivers started from Erie Basin, but the 
strikers stopped them, took them from the 
track and turned the horses loose. The 
strikers tried to induce the drivers and con- 
ductors to join them, and on their refusal beat 
and kicked them. A detachment of police in 
the patrol wagon arrested Luke Moore and 
Charles Flanigan, striking drivers. 

Another car on Grand street, having on 
board half a dozen policemen and several 
ladies, was brought toastop by a couple of 
huge stones lying across Pene track. The 
police charged the crowd with their olubs and 
then sticks and stones began to fly. The 
driver of the oar, Charlies Sickles, was 
knocked senseless to the floor ofthe car and 
Sergt. Robert Reid, who stood beside bim 
was also struck just below the righ 
temple.

SHERIDAN IN BATTLE. 


HIS PERSONAL BEARING UNDER FIRE AND 


HIS EXOEPTIONAL GALLANTERY. 


An Officer Relates His Recollections of the 
Dead Soldier—Stone River and How Gen. 
Sheridan Prevented a Kout—Leading a 
Broken Company Into the Fire—His 
Fury at Chickamauga—Sheridan’s Ap- 
pearance During the Retreat — The 
Famous Battle Flag and Why It

„„I know of no man, said Maj. Leroy 
Walker of Dayton, O., who is at the Southern, 
hose death would be so regretted by his 
former comrades as that of Sheridan is. I 
served with him in one capacity or another 
for almost three years, beginning under Rose - 
cranz and ending in Virginia, and know that 
no commander in any army more thoroughly 
possessed the confidence and affection of his 
troops, while not one could compare with him 
in personal magnetism. Therank be finally 
attained was no more than that justly due him, 
but how well deserved it was no one who was 
not immediately under him can appreciate. If 


ever a man had a genius for fight- 
ing, it was Sheridan. He was an 
able strategist, and a most ready 


and skiliful tactician, but he shone brightest 
when under fire, aud if he had consulted his 
personal taste alone would have preferred a 
command which kept him constantly on the 
firing line to any other, As it was no officer of 
bis rank exposed himself so recklessly, and 
this was his only fault as a soldier, as he was 
always too much inclined to sink the General- 
in-OChiet in the direct commander of troops. 
SHERIDAN AT STONE RIVER. 

‘*I shall never forget the first time I ever saw 
Sheridan under fire. It was at the battle of 
Stone River— Murfreesboro, as the rebels 
called it—and to him and Thomas belong the 
credit of saving the day. Sheridan, then a di- 
vision commander, was stationed to the left of 


McCook, and occupied a position of some 
strength. That battle was remarkable from 
the fact that both Bragg and Rosecranzg had 
adopted the same plan of attack, turning the 
enemy’s right flank, and advanced at the 
same time. Bragg’ s left, however, had a 
much shorter distance to march than that of 
Rosecranz, and was therefore brought Into 
contact with the hostile line much sooner, 
Cieburne, with the best corps of the army, 
fell furiously upon McGook, taking him by 
surprise and utterly overwhelming him, I 
was on Sheridan’s extreme right and shall 
never forget what a shock it was to see 
McUook’s men come preemies 8 — 5 
woods in wild: disorder, 
in hot pursuit. -We were tain chen 
in flank, and it looked as if our whole line 
would be rolled up from end to end. It cer- 
tainly would have been but for Sheridan, as 
Thomas’ troops were not fully deployed and 
were ina most disadvantageous position to 
receive an assault. Sheridan saw what de- 
pended upon him, and with a readiness that 
was wonderful changed his whole line, draw- 
ing his men up on three sides of an —. lar 
square, as it was necessary to pro the 
flank ane rear as well as the front, 4 
greatly overlapping us. At first Sheridan 
stayed well in the rear, sending his orders by 
his aides, but when the first impact came upon 
the angle between our nt and flank he 
could contain himself no longer, but rode 
right up to the firing line. 

HIS APPEARANCE IN BATTLE. 

He was a small man, almost a dwarf, but 
no one who saw him that day ever thought of 
him as on but a large man. He rode up 
and down the line, cheering and laughin 
the bullets — * round his ears, and seeme — 
happy as a song at play. A company on the 
left of the one in which I was a Lieutenant be- 
gan to shake, and afew of the men were seen 
making off to the rear.
